There he demanded ad­ 
mittance, which was for the time delayed, 
but finally—having gained part admittance 
—the cry was raised that a Chinaman was 
escaping by an unseen door. 
One China­ 
man made for the brush, carrying a rifie. 
He was called upon to halt, but paying no 
heed to the command was fired upon and 
fell lileless to the ground. 
Upon examin­ 
ation it was found that he was not the 
right man. The corpse was immediately 
brought to Buite City and an inquest held, 
fully exonerating the parlies doing the 
shooting. 
Intense 
excitement prevails 
here in consequence. 
Many parties have 
formed and gone in jrarsuit of the Chinese 
murderer. The Chinaman killed here is 
well known in 
these parts, and was 
financially well off. 
Late advices say that the supposed mur­ 
derer is now surrounded in the river bend 
near the Reavis ranch. Sheriffs Ball and 
Beville have left for that point.

N ew Y o rk , April 11th.—The eighteen 
Ranilio del Paso thoroughbreds (hat were 
unloaded at Monmouth Park last week 
were a sorry-Iooking lot. Their coats w ee 
rough, their heads drooped, and their legs 
were swollen and stiff. One of the two- 
year-olds refused to quit the car until a 
surcingle with ropes attached was fastened 
around its body. Guenn, tlie only animal 
in the string known in the East, did not ap­ 
pear to be a Suburban winner as she siowly 
walked from her narrow stall down the in­ 
clined platform to the ground. The filly, 
though pronounced sound and well, was 
thin and haggard. The eighteen horses 
weighed 1,800 pounds less than they did 
when their overland journey was begun, 
each having lost about 100 pounds in ten 
days. Only once in that time did they 
have an opportunity to lie down and sleep, 
and that was at Cheyenne, where trainer 
Bvrnes, taking advantage of a delay on the 
rail, got all the string, with one exception, 
into warm roomy boxes. 
The older animals of the llaggin stable 
that have wintered at Monmouth Park 
make up for any deficiency in the new­ 
comers. To use a common phrase, ” they 
feel their oats.” 
Colonel Morrel has tlie track in racing 
condition, and it is a regular thing nowa­ 
days for some of the early beasts to cover 
half a mile in 52 or 53 seconds. With the 
condition of such weather as that of Fri­ 
day am) Saturday they will soon get down 
to 50 seconds, and 19 and possibly 48. 
Ben Ali is not a sick nOrse. Ha bled 
once from the nose late last season, afttr 
his severe trial at Sheepshead Bay, and 
only once, lie had been full of cold and 
distemper for several days before the trial. 
The bleeding was 
not the 
result 
of 
hemorrhage. Ben Ali never bled after the 
race, and indeed has never lost a drop of 
blood on any other occasion than the one 
mentioned. At Monmouth Park no one 
has the slightest doubt that he will be in 
condition to keep all engagements this, 
year. Milton and Tyrant spend their time 
between walking slowly around the track 
and standing up to their knees in the 
branch, both being shaky on their legs. 
Tyrant never appears without a groom at 
his head and a boy on his back.

Alf festiU (the Suburban 
winner, so-called) appears on the track 
wearing a muffler that reaches from his 
withers to his ears. One would never take 
him to be a sick horse; yet, when Mr.

Tlie horse has 
been coughing, and possibly is not yet re­ 
covered from the effects of a dose of lin­ 
seed oil and turpentine which was admin­ 
istered to him four weeks ago.

W H O L ESA L E R O Ü B ESY . 


H ow T rain m en Succeed in R o bbing C ars 
o f V aluable G oods. 
P ittsbi'R G (Pa.), April 11th.—Concern 
ing the exposure of the gigantic system of 
robbery that has been going on aloDg cer­ 
tain lines of railroad, and the wholesale 
arrests of railroad men made within the 
last 
twenty-four hours. Superintendent 
Rice, of this city, relates the following. 
After describing the method of sealing the 
locks ou freight cars, Superintendent Rice 
proceeded to relate aU the circumstances 
connected with the discovery of the fact 
that wholesale robberies had been going 
on, and how thc-y were finally located to a 
certuin section of the road. He then said : 
I can give a few illustrations of the 
spirit of these employes. 
In one case, just 
lately, pursuit was so hot that twenty-five 
boxes of fine cigars were hastily burned in 
a caboose stove. Ip another car, a “ typ ” 
resulted in two holts of fine silk being 
thrown from the caboose into tlie Mouon- 
gahela river while crossing the Panhandle 
bridge. In another instance a crew broke 
open a car and found it full of organs. 
One of the men, enraged at finding nothing 
of li stea'iable kind, thrust an iron bar into 
an organ and ruined it. 
“We have evidences that a freight con­ 
ductor broke into a car, opened a piano 
and sat and played all night, stopping at 
midnight to eat supper off' the polished 
top. The same fellow was thumping a 
piano in a dive last night when captured. 
Another brakenian stole a bolt of cloth 
and had a suit made for himself and gave 
cloth for two other suits to his friends. 
Another man has become an expert on a 
stolen accordeon. 
“ In all my experience of twenty-nine 
years I never saw such a taste for miscel­ 
laneous stealing. 
Everything, except a 
coffin and a blacksmith's anvil, has been 
stolen and made use of. Some of our de­ 
tectives assured me this morning that not 
a man was arrested but had from half a 
dozen to a dozen pairs of clean socks of 
the finest qualities, aud a large assortment 
of spirits of all kinds.” 
The thieves who wore not arrested at 
their homes were taken from trains as they 
came in. The officers displayed red lights, 
the trains were side-tracked, and before the 
men knew what was the matter they found 
themselves under arrest. 
The cabooses 
were searched and many evidences of long- 
continued depredations were discovered. 
Hundreds of boxes which had contained 
the finest imported cigars were found on 
trains boldly used by men to hold caps, 
overalls and lanterns. Almost every man 
arrested had from one to ten pawn tickets 
for all sorts of articles on his person. It is 
alleged that every pawn-shop in the two 
cities is represented. An amount of several 
thousand dollars is said to be recoverable 
in this way alone. 
The crews of men that had been arrested 
had left a large number of trains deserted. 
The detention of freight, however, was 
only temporary. The railroad officers had 
taken special precautions to continue mov­ 
ing their freight promptly. An extra force 
of sixty men had been employed. These 
were put on the deserted trains. When it 
became generally’ known that a large num­ 
ber of men had been arrested, applicants 
for positions commenced to llock to the 
depot by scores.

P ro p e rty D estroyed aocl L ives L ost on 
K ansas P ra irie s.

F R IG H T FU L ACCID EN T. 


S ight-seers E n te r a C oal M ine an d E n ­ 
co u n ter an E xplosion. 
Potts ville (Pa.), April l l t h —A fright­ 
ful accident occurred in a mine at the 
Chamberlain colliery, at St. Clair, this af­ 
ternoon. Miss Beriista Shaul and Miss 
Minnie Kerter, accompanied by Harry 
Short and Edwin Thomsen, entered the 
mine to inspect its operation. The mine 
had not been working for a week, and none 
but the employers were inside at the time. 
In an adjacent working, however, were Al­ 
bert Thomsen, another of the firm, and 
several others, who were making exam­ 
inations 
of ’ the 
works. 
They were 
startled by a 
heavy 
explosion 
and 
hastened 
there 
to 
investigate. 
They 
came upon Messrs. Short and Thomsen and 
the two ladies lying upon the ground, all 
frightfully burned and mangled. 
They 
were taken out as speedily as possible. 
Miss Kerter’s face was burned beyond re­ 


cognition, her skull and thlgb fractured 
and ankle crashed. She died this evening. 
Miss Sliaul had a leg badly fractured, and 
was terribly bruised and burned, but may 
survive. Short's head is a mass of cuts 
and contusions, and he is badly butned. 
He remains unconscious and his recovery 
is doubtful. Thomsen is painfully but not 
fatally braised. The supposition is that 
the party carried a naked lamp and en­ 
countered a body of fire-damp.

THE INTERSTATE COMMERCE DEBATE 
- “ STATE AND CITY.’’ 
The Set. Francisco Chronicle again begs 
the questi in. Its insistance that an effort 
is being niade to place it in a false posi­ 
tion is disipgenious. Its attitude is due to 
its lack of discernment, which led it to 
commit itelf to a most absurd proposi­ 
tion, to wit: that deprivation of the in­ 
terior trade-centers of competitive ad­ 
vantages far importing- by rail, is really 
beneficial to them. 
That order of argument may satisfy the 
Chronicle; it will have no effect whatever 
with the consumers in thie interior. No 
sort of “reasoning” it may adopt will con­ 
vince the merchants of the valleys that 
any policy which forces them to buy in an 
exclusive market is to their advantage. 
The Chroniitfa argument has led it into a 
dilemma, from which it struggles to es­ 
cape. Concerning one thing, let it be 
honest enough to accord this journal jus­ 
tice—it has not misrepresented the Chroni­ 
cle, nor endeavoref to present it in any 
other attitude ti .in that it actually as­ 
sumed. 
The Chronicle's original position amount 
ed to this, when stripped of its verbiage : 
“ The law will drive tho most of the 
through carrying trade to water routes. 
The rates by these lines are not deter­ 
mined by rail competition, but by the com­ 
petition between water carriers themselves. 
San Francisco will thus he assured of low 
rates by water on a great number of im­ 
ports, and will thereby be enabled to sup­ 
ply the interior cheaper than it can im­ 
port by rail under the law. Therefore the 
law is to the advantage of San Francisco 
and the interior.” 
In reply it was pointed out that the 
statement of non-competition lictween 
ship and car was false; that low through 
rates—as common knowledge affirms—were 
due to competition between the two classes 
of carriers. That water routes would, on 
the cessation of that competition, advance 
their tariffs—as they have. That the ina­ 
bility of the trade centers of the interior 
to imjiort by rail at through rates must re­ 
sult in advance of prices upon nearly all 
import commodities. Thsi it follows in­ 
evitably that the consumers of the interior 
must suffer, the advance being, as a matter 
of course, visited liy dealers upon them, 
while it must certainly follow that busi­ 
ness heretofore independent, will become 
dependent upon the metropolis. 
The Chronicle insists that ail it has 
claimed is, that freight rates lictween Han 
Francisco and the interior are too liigll 
This is the old story. Of course, if the 
interior could transport its freight from 
the metropolis for nothing, San Francisco 
would be more than gratified; it is to its 
interest to maintain that any new burdens 
upon interior trade are iolelv Chargeable 
to the railroad cm panics. But, in truth, 
local or State rates remain as heretofore; 
there is not, and probably will not he, any 
change in them. No one has heard of 
even a suggestion of advance in local rates; 
but If the transcontinental traffic is 
stripped from the Pacific railroads,it must 
ho clear, to even so dull intelligence as that 
evinced by the Chronicle, that interior in­ 
dustries heretofore largely dependent upon 
the ability of the Pacific roads to compete 
with ocean traffic, will be crippled. That 
is business logic that is unanswerable. 
The through competitive business of the 
several railroads, as we understand the 
matter, has been maintained not because 
of direct returns from it, but in order that 
the business of the country generally 
should he fostered, and the interior as 
well as the metropolis be developed and 
built up, and with prospective increase of 
general carrying husiuess. 
We have never, we trust, been guilty of 
such narrow-mindedness as to hold that 
Han Francisco is not the chief nietro[>olis 
of the State and the coast, or that her in 
terests are not knit with those of the inte­ 
rior, nor that aggregation and investment 
of capital there in manufactures and 
trade can be otherwise than beneficial- 
What we have maintained is, that San 
Francisco’s commercial prosperity can be 
advanced by a policy on her part calcu­ 
lated to encourage and develop the inte­ 
rior, and that it is cheeked by any policy 
that is exclusive, absorbent and illiberal 
Affirming that “ the earliest ” benefit of 
tho interstate commerce law will be “de­ 
rived” by San Francisco, it projects these 
inquirie^nto the debate: 
Suppose that the railroad company raises its 
through rates so high as to amount, on a cer­ 
ta u article, to coin jcete prohibition of itsim - 
IKirt by rail ? Wtiut is the consequence " one 
of two tilings must follow. It is ot such a char­ 
acter that it can !>e manufactured here, and 
there is a demand fur it, it will he manufact­ 
ured. if it is not capable of Lein* manufact­ 
ured lit re, it will be brought here by s .rue 
cheiqier conveyance than rail. How would this 
affect the interior ’ hoes that question need an 
answer? If a wholesale merennct in this city 
pays but one-half a cent freight where he has 
previously paid iwo cents, doe* not his customer 
tu the interior g t the benefit of the reduction ? 
Ur if the needed aiticle is manufactured here, 
it wili be because it can be made cheaper than 
it can be importen, and will not the consumer 
get the advantage of the difl'eicncc in first cost - 
The driving out of 


framing that the interstate commerce hill 
(the exclusion of the competitor) com­ 
pels them to advance their rates. 
It is not easy to understand how capital 
will be encouraged to invest in new manu­ 
facturing ventures upon faith in the sta­ 
bility ol a law-destroying competition, 
which contains within itself provisions for 
its suspension. The capitalist who would 
invest upon such dependence would aptly 
illustrate a coarse hut expressive proverb. 
If the statement is insisted upon by the 
Chronicle as verity,that the wholesale mer­ 
chant in San Francisco pays now hut half 
a cent a pound for freight, who previously 
paid two cents, implying that the result is 
due to the striking down of rail competi­ 
tion, then there is claimed by that paper 
a marvelous reversal of commercial laws. 
If it is intended as a mere parable, it is 
ill stated and weak. The final hypotheti­ 
cal case of the Chronicle is more be­ 
wildering than any of its previous efforts 
in that direction. Thus, if au article is 
to be manufactured here, because it can 
he made cheaper than it can be imported 
under the new condition of things, then 
it will be because a higher price can be 
charged for it than when competition ex­ 
isted, and the difference must come out of 
the consumer. The Chronicle should cease 
its vain attempts to establish that non­ 
competition between carriers of goods to, 
and produce from this coast, will tend to 
materially benefit of the people. The task 
is beyond its capacity. 
THE ELECTION TO-DAY. 
The amendments to be voted upon to­ 
day have been repeatedly, and we think 
clearly and fairly, presented in these col 
timns, and all the considerations which 
should induce citizens to vote for them 
have been plainly and forcibly set forth. 
It is not, we apprehend, the time to now 
recapitulate them at length. There cer­ 
tainly can be no misapprehension con­ 
cerning these important measures. Num- 
liers one and two relate exclusively to the 
Supreme and Superior Courts. The first it 
is proposed to better equip for the business 
demands that now overburden it. It 
far in arrears with its calendars, and needs 
the additional aid of the Supreme Court 
Commission, and of the power to render 
department judgments on the concurrence 
of a less number of Justices than tho law 
now exacts, and thus expedite its work. It 
should, as is universally admitted, have 
the power to select from its membership 
the Justice who presides over its deliber­ 
ations ; it should be empowered to certify, 
for removal, such of its members as be­ 
come worn out, and these should be retired 
on the reasonable salary specified for the 
remainder of their terms. 
That the 
salaries ought to he increased to 17,500, we 
take it, is beyond reasonable objection 
The second Court will he affected by the 
amendments only to the extent of properly 
salarvlng such of the Judges as preside 
where there is the largesr amount of busi 
ness. These measures all tend to elevate 
the judiciary, to make it more independent 
and to call to the bench the highest 
ability. 
Amendment number three simply pro­ 
poses that incorporated cities, by election 
may adopt charters of their own framing. 
It is an effort to bring municipal govern 
ment nearer to the people, and to relieve 
cities from the tinkering and intermeddling 
of Legislatures. If there is a reason 
ably full vote to-day the amend 
ments will surely be adopted. If they 
are defeated, it will be because of the stay- 
at-home brigade. 
To-day every well- 
meaning citizen ought to . consider it his 
duty to do some work for the State. There 
are no personal candidates before the peo­ 
ple in to-day’s election, and there will 
therefore he no incentive, except that 
which springs from patriotic and broad­ 
minded citizenship, to urge men to vote. 
Good citizens will find no one to-day 
working at the polls except such as feel it 
to be a duty to labor for the State without 
other reward than the consciousness of 
duty-doing. Those who oppose the amend­ 
ments will, however, be found to be vigi­ 
lant and active. 
It behooves the people 
who believe in advancement to turn out 
to-day and give something of time from 
ordinary vocations for the betterment of 
the whole people and the improvement of 
our judicial and municipal departments.

Whereas, the Legislature of the State 
of California, at its twenty-seventh 
session, beginning on the third day 
of January, A. D. eighteen hundred 
and eighty-seven, two-thirds of all 
the members elected to each of the 
two Houses of said Legislature 
voting in favor thereof, proposed 
the following described amend­ 
ments to the Constitution of the 
State of California, to w it: 


Amendment Number One, 


To propose to the people of the State an 
am endm ent to the C onstitution of the 
State, relative to th e Ju d iciary D epart­ 
m ent. 


Resolved, That the Legislature of the State of 
California, at ua regular session, commencing 
on the third day of January, A. D. eighteen hun­ 
dred and eighty-seven, two-thirds of all the 
members elected to each of the two House» of 
said Legislature voting in favor thereof, hereby 
propose that Sections two and three, of Article 
VI.. of the Constitution of said State, be 
amended so as to read as follows: 
Section 2. The Supreme Court shall consist of 
seven Justices. The Associate Justices of the 
Supreme Court, in office at the time of the adop­ 
tion of this amendment to the Constitution, are 
hereby continued in office as Justices of the tu- 
preme Court for the remainder of the terms to 
which they were respectively elected. The Jus­ 
tices shall elect one of their number to be Chief 
Justice, and he shall hold the office of Chief 
Justice of said Court for a term of two years. 
At the expiration of the term of the Chief Jus­ 
tice first elected, and every two years thereafter, 
the Justices shall elect a Chief Justice for a like 
term of two years. An entry of the election of 
such Chief Justice shall be made in the minutes 
of the Court and signed by four Justices. When­ 
ever thereafter a vacancy occurs in the office of 
Chief Justice, a like election shall be had to 
fill such office for the unexpired term. The Su­ 
preme Court may sit in departments or in bank, 
and shall always be open for the transaction of 
business. There shall be two departments, de­ 
nominated respectively, Department One and 
Department Two. The Chief Justice shall assign 
three of the Justices to each department, and 
such assignment may be changed by him from 
time to time. The Justices shall be competent to 
sit in either department, and may interchange 
with each other by agreement among them­ 
selves or as ordered by the Chief J ustice. Each 
of the departments shall have the power to hear 
and determine causes and all questions arising 
therein, subject to the provisions hereinafter 
contained in relation to the Court in bank. The 
presence of three Justices shall be necessary to 
transact any business in either of the depart­ 
ments, except such as may be done at cham­ 
bers, and the concurrence of two Justices shall 
be neee>sary to pronounce a judgment. The 
Chief Justice shall apportion the business to 
the departments, and may. in his discretion, 
order any cause pending before the Court to be 
heard and decided by the Court in bank. The 
order may t>e made before or after judgment 
pronounced by a department ; but where a cause 
nas been allotted to one of the departments, and 
a judgm ert pronounced thereon, the order must 
be made within thirty days after such judgment, 
aud concurred in by two Justices, aud if so 
made it shall have the effect to vacate and set 
aside the judgment. Any four Justices may, 
either before or after judgment by a depart­ 
ment, order a ease to be heard in bank. It the 
order be not made within the time above lim­ 
ited, the judgment shall be final. No judgment 
by a department shall become final until the 
expiration of the period of thirty days a ore- 
said. uuless approved by the Chief Justice, in 
writing, with the concurrence of two Justices. 
The Chief Justice may convene the Court m 
bank at any time, and shall be the presid­ 
ing Justice of the Court when so con­ 
vened. 
The 
concurrence of four Jus­ 
tices present at the argument shall be 
necessary to pronounce a judgment in bank; 
but if four Justices, so present, do not concur in 
a judgment, then all the Justices qualified to sit 
in the cause shall hear the argum ent; but to 
render a judgment a concurrence of four Judges 
shall be necessary. In the determination of 
causes all decisions of the Court in bank, or in 
departments, shall be given in writing, and the 
grounds of the decision shall be stated. The 
Chief Justice may sit in eit her department, and 
shall preside wnen so siting, but the Justices 
assigned to each department shall select one of 
their num!»er as presiding Justice. In case of 
the absence of the Chief Justice from the place 
at which the Court is held, or his inability to 
act, the Associate Justices shall select or.e of 
their own number to perform the duties and ex­ 
ercise the powers o! I he Chief Justice during 
such absence or inability to act. The Supreme 
Court Commission, created by the Act of the 
Legislature approved March twelfth, eighteen 
hundred and eighty-five, shall continue aud be 
a Supreme Court Commission for four years after 
the adoption of this amendment. Said Com­ 
mission may be continued for sueh time 
thereafter as may be fixed by an Act 
passed by a vote of two-thirds of the 
elected members of each House of the 
Legislature, and approved by the Governor. 
The members thereof and Secretary shall be ap­ 
pointed as in said Act provided: and such Com­ 
missioners shall be subject to removal in like 
manner as Judges of the Supreme Oourt. Said 
Commission shall have the same power to hear 
and determine causes possessed by a depart­ 
ment of the Supreme Court; and causes may be 
assigned to the Commission in the same man­ 
ner they are assigned toa department, and after 
decision they may be ordered heard ill bank in 
the same way, and with like restrictions as if 
decided in department. The judgments of the 
Commission shall be entered as the judgments 
of the Court. The Commission shall sit at such 
times aud places as may be designated by the 
Court, but such Commissioners shall not exer­ 
cise any judicial functions except when assem­ 
bled as a Commission, and then they shall only 
have the power to hear and determine such 
causes as may have been assigned to them. 
Section 3. The Justices of the Supreme Court 
shall be elected by the qualified electors of the 
Siate at large, at the general State elections, and 
the times and places at which State officers are 
elected; and the tenn of office shall be twelve 
years from and after the fir-t Monday after the 
first day of January next succeeding their elec­ 
tion. Three Justices shall be elected for the full 
term at the general State election held in eight­ 
een hundred end ninety; and at the general elec­ 
tion held every fourth year thereafter, two 
Justices shall be elected for full terms of twelve 
years, except that in every twelfth year there­ 
after, three Justices shall be elected for full 
terms. If the Chief Justice, or any Justice, be­ 
comes permanently disqualified, either men­ 
tally or physically, to perform the duties of his 
office, and such fact Is certified to the Governor 
by five Justices, one of whom may be the Chief 
Justice in case of the disability of a Justice, the 
office of such disqualified person becomes im­ 
mediately vacant, and he shall lie paid a retir­ 
ing salary of two hundred aud fifty (250) dollars 
per month for the remainder of his term. If a 
vacancy exist or occur in the office of a Justice, 
the Governor shall appoint a person to hold the 
office for the remainder of the uncxpired term. 
Tfíe Governor shall appoint a Justice to hold 
office as Justice for the unexpired term of the 
late Chief Justice.

Remhrri, That the Legislature of the State of 
California, at its regular sessiou, commencing 
on the third day of January, A. D. eighteen 
hundred ar.d eighty-seven, two-thirds of all 
members elected to each of the two Houses of 
said Legislature voting in favor thereof, hereby 
propose that Section seventeen, of Article VL.

A R esolution to propose an am endm ent to 
Section eight, of A rticle X I.. of the Con­ 
stitution o f >lie State of C alifornia, re ­ 
lating to th e f am ing o f » c h arter for 
cities of m*»re than one hundred th o u ­ 
sand inhabitants, and for cities of over 
ten thousand snd less than one hun- • 
d red thousand inhabitants. 


Resolved, That the Legislature of the Ptate oí 
California, at its regu’ar session, < oinmeucing 
on the third day of January, eighteen hundred 
aud eighty-seven, two-thirds of all the member» 
elected to each of the two Houses of said Legis 
lature voting in favor thereof, hereby propose 
that Section eight, of Article XI.. of the Consti­ 
tution oí said state, be amended so os to read aa 
lollows: 
Section 8. Any city containing a population ol 
more than onenuudred thousand inhabitants 
may frame a charter for its own government, 
consistent with and subject to the Constitution 
and laws of this State, by causing a Board of 
fifteen freeholders, who shall have been for at 
least five years qualified electors thereof, to be 
elected by the qualified voters of such city, at 
any general or special election, whose duty it 
sbull be, within ninety days after such election, 
to prepare aud propose a charter tor such city, 
which shall be signed in duplicate by the mem­ 
bers of such Board, or a majority of them, and 
returned, one copy thereof to the Mayer, or 
other chief executive officer of such city, and 
the other to the Recorder of Deeds of the 
county. Such proposed charter shall then be 
published in two daily papen of general circu­ 
lation in such city, for at least twenty days; and 
within not less than thirty days after 
such publication it shall be submitted to 
the qualified electors of such city, at a 
general or special election, and if a 
majority ot such qualified electors voting there­ 
at shall ratify the same, it shall thereafter be 
submitted to the Legislature for its approval or 
rejection as a whole, without power of altera­ 
tion or amendment; and if approved by a ma­ 
jority vote of the members elected to each 
House, it shall become the charter of such city, 
or if such city be consolidated with a county, 
then af such city and county, and shall become 
the organic law thereof, and supersede any ex­ 
isting charter, and all amendments thereof; and 
all special laws inconsistent with such charter. 
A copy of sueh charter, certified by the Mayor, 
or chief executive officer, and authenticated by 
the seal of such city, setting forth the submis­ 
sion of such charter to the electors, and its rati­ 
fication by them, shall be made in duplicate, 
and deposited, one in the office of the Secretary 
of State, the other, after being recorded in the 
office of the Recorder of Deeds of the county, 
among the archives of the citv. All Courts shaJl 
take judicial notice thereof. The charter so 
ratified may be amended at intervals of not less 
than two years, by proposals therefor, submitted 
by legislative authority of the city to the quali­ 
fied voters thereof, at a general or special elec­ 
tion held at least sixty days after the publica­ 
tion of such proposals, and ratified by at least 
three-fifths of the ooal fied electors voting 
thereat, and approved by the Legislature as 
herein provided for the approval of the charter. 
In submitting any such charter, or amendment 
thereto, any alternative article or proposition 
may be presented for the cholee of the voters, 
and may be voted on separately without preju­ 
dice to others. Any city containing a popu­ 
lation of more than ten thousand ana uot 
more than one hundred thousand inhabitants 
may frame a charter for its own government, 
consistent with aud subject to the Constitution 
and laws of this State, by causing a Board of fif­ 
teen freeholders, who shall have been for at 
least five years qualified electors thereof, to be 
elected by the qualified voters of said city, at 
any general or special election, whose duty it 
shall be, within ninety days after such election, 
to prepare and propose a charter for such city, 
which shall be signed in duplicate by the mem­ 
bers of such Board, or a majority of * them, and 
returned, one copy thereof to the Mayor, or 
other chief executive of said city, and the other 
to the Recorder of the county. Such proposed 
charter shall then be published in two daily 
papers of general circulation in such city, for at 
least twenty days ; and the first publication shall 
be made within twenty days after the comple­ 
tion ol the charter; and within not less than 
thirty days after such publication it shall be 
submitted to the qualified electors of said city, 
at a general or special election, and if a major­ 
ity of such * qualified electors voting thereat 
shall ratify the same, it shall thereafter l>e sub­ 
mitted to the Legislature for its approval or re­ 
jection as a whole, without power of alteration 
or amendment, aud. if approved by a majority 
vote of the members elected to each House, it 
shall become the charter of such city ami the 
organic law thereof, and shaii supersede any

Chief Engineer o( the Water Works, E. 
H. Williams, reported tho^ enormous 
amount of 20,038,000 gallons of water 
pumped duriDg the week ending April 
10th. When it is taken into consideration 
that “ Old Pluvius” did our street-sprink­ 
ling most effectually last week without 
calling upon the Holly, when we know 
that no water could have been required for 
other than kitchen purposes, those figures 
stagger us. If, under those circumstances 
it requires 20,000,000 gallons of water to 
supply our demands, what will be neces­ 
sary when warm weather approaches) the 
streets becomes dusty, the many acres of 
lawcs, flower gardens and glass plots must 
he irrigated ? It would seem that live times 
as much would be required, and that means 
100,000.000 gallons weekly. This we know 
is largely in excess of the demand, and 
points suggestively to the fact that water- 
takers abuse their privileges and violate 
tbe ordinance regulating the use of water. 
Trustee Jones says he is going to place 
detectives out and will enforce an obedi­ 
ence to tbe ordinance regulating the use ot 
water, especially the one which says “ no 
person shall use or cause to be used any 
city water for the purpose of irrigation, ex­ 
cept between the hours of from 5 to 8 r. m. 
and from 5 to 8 a. m.. except at the City 
Cemetery, the State Capitol and tbe Plaza.” 
Section 16 of tbe ordinance referred to 
says: ' Every person violating any of the 
provisions of this ordinance sball be pun­ 
ished by a fine of not more than $500, and 
may be'imprisoned until tbe fine is satis­ 
fied, at tbe rate of one day’s imprisonment 
for every dollar of fine.” 
A large number of bids were received for 
street-sprinkling, some for six months, 
others for a year, in accordance with a re­ 
quest made by the Board. The bids are 
much higher than was anticipated; the 
“ boom ” seems to have attacked tbe con­ 
tractors all along the line. The amount 
asked, while it does not quite reach the 
sum total of all the revenue raised by the 
city, is much in excess of that set apart for 
sprinkling purposes. The entire matter 
was taken under advisement. The con­ 
tractors say their bids are not larger than 
that of last year, when the fact is taken 
into consideration that the districts are 
much larger. The Trustees want to add to 
the size of the districts and still are un­ 
willing to increase the payments. 
Tbe contract for grading and improving 
Twelfth street, frem Q to R, was awarded 
to B. Labs, and Twenty-second street, from 
H to I, to Antonio King. 
Mayor Gregory moved that the Building 
and Sanitary Inspector be instructed to 
regulate the watersupply of hotels, restau­ 
rants, laundries and other places, and to 
provide better means for the disposal of 
waste water from such premises. The mo­ 
tion was adopted unanimously. 
At the suggestion of Trustee Jones, Mayor 
Gregory was instructed by the Board to 
consult with the Southern Pacific Railroad 
Company, which controls the water front, 
to see if something conld not be done to 
change its rotten and tumble-down condi­ 
tion and appearance. He was also in­ 
structed to confer with the same parties rel­ 
ative to the filling in of China slough. Both 
these improvements are necessary to be 
made. 
After allowing a large amount of bills, 
Board adjourned. 


Case of Arson. 
Between 12 and 1 o’clock yesterday morn­ 
ing the barn of Ah Duey, the “ one price” 
vegetable-peddler, located on Third street, 
near X, was destroyed by fire, together 
with all its contents, including a horse, 
wagon, harness, quantity of hay and 
barley, fruit and vegetables, clothing, etc. 
Duey, who works about fifteen acres there, 
has been a resident of the city a long time, 
and those who have transacted business 
with him say that he is “ square to a cent.” 
At the hour mentioned he says he was 
sound asleep when a Chinaman living near 
by ran to his house and called him. “ He 
say, ‘ Duey, h—11, what for you no get up 
Your barn all fire !’ I tell him I no hear 
it, cause me sleep good. I put on my coat, 
no more clo’. and lun to door, but can't 
open him. I say, ' Walla matter door, no 
can open him ?' Chinaman he say some 
one put hallah (harrow) on him. I say, 
’ Take him away, lettee nte get out.’ He 
open door little bit, and I push hallawav 
away; nearly blake my finger. Man build 
fire in barn he put ballah on door my 
house so I do not put fire out. I lun 
stable, door catchee lock ; I lock him last 
night. Man makee fire bleck board off. 
Chinaman help me get in stable, and I see 
evlything burn. Poor liorse him all fire— 
guess pour coal oil on him, too. I gettee 
him out, and him lay down on glound, 
and loll around and kick and die. I so 
solly for horse, I cly heap then, you bet!” 
Duey believes that the fire was set by a 
Chinaman, an enemy who has troubled 
him heretofore. About a year ago some 
one entered his stables, and not only hacked 
his wagon but also his horse, in a shocking 
manner, with a hatchet. 
Subsequently 
pistol shots were fired into bis house. He 
says be is not “ bloke,” and only wants to 
have his enemy punished.

The Church Elaborately and Beautifully 
D ecorated for the Occasion. 
The Easter services at St. Paul’s Church 
were more than usually impressive on Sun­ 
day. The decorations were elaborate and 
specially suited to the season. Back of the 
altar and over the double retable was a 
dosel of white reaching nearly to the top of 
the chancel window. From the center 
projected a large gas cross, while on either 
side were hung large floral crosses, sup­ 
ported by ecclesiastical monograms. Gar­ 
lands of roses surrounded the arches, and 
from the center of the organ front was sus­ 
pended a beautifnl crown. On the wall of 
the transept, near the organ, hung a 
twelve-foot cross of callas, ou a background 
of red, while on the opposite wall was a 
large cross entirely of lilacs. 
Daring the past two weeks the whole 
choir floor of the chancel has been remod­ 
eled. Much more space has been taken tor 
the choir, and stalls have been put in place 
to accommodate forty. The pulpit has 
been brought to the front and the lecturn 
placed over in front of the organ, to corre­ 
spond with the pulpit. To be in keeping, 
the altar has been elevated three steps. 
The services this year were specially no­ 
table in that for the first time a chorister 
choir was introduced. At 11 o’clock the 
church was crowded, many being unable to 
gain admission. After the voluntary, the 
organ and orchestra struck up the Easter 
hymn " Jesus Christ Is Risen To-day.” 
Soon voices were heard, and from the tower 
door came the procession, headed by a 
handsome cross, which was an Easter of­ 
fering to the church. A choir of forty fol­ 
lowed, vested in cassock and cotta, the 
clergy bringing up the rear. To many it 
was a strange sight, but withal it inspired a 
feeling of reverence and devotion. 
The 
music was good and well-rendered, and 
much credit is due to Rev. Mr. Griffin and 
Mrs. A. T. Pinkbam for tbe training which 
has been given during the past three 
months. The offertory, ‘‘The Trumpet 
Sball Sonnd,” from “ The Messiah,” was 
well given by W. E. Beardslee. The rector 
preached upon the resurrection, from the 
text of St. Paul: “ Christ is risen from the 
dead.” 
At half-past 4 the Sunday-school children 
had their festival. The processional with 
the twenty banners encircled the main 
body of the church, and was an imposing 
sight. The Superintendent W. B. May- 
dwell, made an interesting address, men­ 
tioning the fact that St. Paul’s parish was 
now ten years old. The curate gave a 
short and ¡¡leasing sermon to the children 
and a number of Easter carols were sung. 
At 8 o’clock another throng crowded the 
church. The choristers again took their 
places, and sang better even tban in tbe 
morning. The anthem after the first les­ 
son showed good training. An orchestra 
of ten pieces added greatly to tbe effective­ 
ness of the choir.

D r. G. C. Simmons’ Lectora at Y. M. C. 
A. H all L ast Evening. 
Y. M. C. A. Hall was filled last evening 
with an audience desirous of listening to 
Dr. G. C. Simmons' lecture upon “ Poison 
in Our Homes.” Dr. G. G. Tyrrell pre­ 
sided, and made a few interesting intro­ 
ductory remarks, in the course of which 
he asserted that there was no reason why 
people should not attain the age of 100 
! years, if they took proper care of them­ 
! selves, and avoided the poisons in their 
homes. Dr. Simmons prefaced his lec­ 
ture by remarking : ‘‘By the term ‘poison’ 
we mean, at least so far as tbe purposes of 
this lecture go, anything directly or indi­ 
rectly affecting our health. It is a wide 
definition of the word, to be sure; for there 
are few substances, if any, known in na­ 
ture which if used to excess do not 
act against our health, 
it has been 
asserted by eminent scientific authority 
that nothing exists but what may be 
an agent of harm to us. Every breath of 
air, every morsel of food, contains the 
germ of disease. Nature is resistant, and, 
though we are threatened on every hand, 
she manages often to give us a fair portion 
of life. If science is authority for the 
statement that we are beset on ail sides by 
disease elements, there is a grain of com­ 
fort in the results of some recent experi­ 
ments with perfectly pure air. This latter 
—the perfectly pure' air—was obtained by 
filtering through cotton batten, which re­ 
tains all spores and micro organisms, and 
it was then found that animals could not 
be kept alive and well iu such air. This 
demonstrates that those self-same harmless 
agents, while certainly threatening our very 
life, yet fill a necessary want in our 
daily existence.” The lecturer then pro­ 
ceeded to refer to and describe the source 
and extent of many of the poisons the 
human being suffets from daily without 
his knowledge, including those in the air, 
from all sorts of impurities—in the food he 
eats, the water and the milk lie drinks, the 
candy he ¡artakes of, etc. The poison of 
mercury from the backs of mirrors, that 
from wall paper, curtains, carpets, from 
spittle (especially those afflicted with tuber­ 
cular disease), from hair restorers, and 
beautifyeis generally, from books and 
toys, from lead pipes, from tin-foil wrap­ 
ping, from copper vessels, from simulated 
wines, front tea and coffee; and, in fact, 
such a showing was made as to cause the 
auditors to wonder that they were alive to 
listen to the narration. The lecturer was 
assisted in the illustration of his remarks 
by the introduction of drawings and by 
many very interesting chemical and other 
experiments, conducted by Fred. Ray, not 
only showing the presence of poisons and 
their action, but in many instances indi­ 
cating easy methods of detecting-them. 
The ¡¡reparation for these experiments had 
evidently been carefully made, and the 
ladies and gentlemen present were greatly 
Í¡leased with them, as well as with the 
ecture itself.

Kissane, knowing that the old indict­ 
ment was hanging over his head, feared 
that Darr would put his threat into 
execution, and knowing also that banks 
never forgot and never forgive, he sent J. 
B. Hart, the lawver.on to New York to get 
the 34 year-old indictment quashed. As 
soon as Hart got there he found that Dais- 
had stirred up the officers of the Chemical 
Bank to demand restitution for all the 
forgeries of Findley and Cole, and to press 
the execution of the indictment. Kissane's 
lawyer would not listen to this, and pointed 
out the fact that no jury would ever con­ 
vict a reformed man of a 34-year-o!d of­ 
fense, even if the bank had any evidence 
against Kissane. The power behind the 
prosecution then called the attention of the 
newspaper men of New York to the old 
crime and its new developments. 
The 
story was a good one. It was written up 
with a hungry- attention to details, and in 
the usual course oi business telegraphed 
to San Francisco and published in ail the 
papers here. But Kissane’s identity was 
concealed.

Let it be remembered that this was on 
Thursday last—Ajn-il 7th. To appreciate the 
stupendous enterprise and effort to find out 
the real name of Kissane. ana the results 
which flowed from the Bee's dispatching 
- to San Francisco io a reliable journalist 
to unearth the mystery, no matter in what 
time, nor at what expense," it is only neces­ 
sary to state that, in'.addition to Rodgers’ 
name having been previously hinted in the 
New York C’orut proceedings, the San 
Francisco California Demokrat, on Saturday, 
April 2d, published the facts_ as to the 
identity of Kissane and Wm.
